Great Personal Influence. 


To the personality of Sir George \-il- 
liams himself is attributed a large part 
of the wonderful success of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, and yet, 
though his name is so widely known, Ne 
always kept the personal element in the 
background.

Founding of the Y. M. C. A. 


As to the actual founding of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association as 
such, it came into being at a meeting 
held on June 6, 1844, with a capitai— 
collected on the spot—of $3.12: and the 
first circular letter, addressed to young 
employees in London, was posted a few 
days later, young Williams and nis 
friends having scarcely sufficient money 
even to pay "Tor postage and stationery. 
However, the dominating personality of 
George Williams carried everything be- 
fore it, and the Young Men's Christian 
Agssociation was launched in sipte of ail 
difficulties, 

One noteworthy fact in ‘connection 
with Sir George Williams was that he 
never allowed his fervor for’ the success 


of his ethical project to interfere with 
strict business; and he worked so iIn- 
dustriously for his employers that be- 
fcre many years had elasped he had 
won his way to a partnership in the 
firm, which ultimately became ttitc.- 
cock, Willlams & Co. In less than ten 
years after its foundation, the Young 
Men’s Christian Association had grown 
into an important organization—so 
much so, in fact, that politicians of the 
day tried to use KH ag a means Of ad- 
vancing to political power, but its 
fcunder refused to permit it to be util- 
ized in this fashion, and the wisdom 
of his decision was proved in after 
years. Many attempts were made by 
verious parties to “‘break’’ the associa- 
tion, both financially and In other dal- 
rections, but the personality of 8ir 
George was too strong to be borne 
down, and he saved the Young Men's 
Christian Association many times both 
from fiancial and internal failure. 

After ‘“‘capturing” London, and then 
the rest of England, the Young Men's 
Christian Association* idea Was taken 
up in the United States, and in i876 
Sir George Williams visited that coun- 
try, and was received with great dem- 
onstrations everywhere.

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RAILROAD BUILDING IN THE SOUTH. 


; 


: It is a matter of common knowledge that railroad building in the south 


‘suffered a severe setback during the year now drawing to a close. The 


‘causes of it are equally familiar history. 

| The extent of this checked development, however, hgs been until now 
largely a matter of;estimate. In a statement of accurate statistics compiled 
by the Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record and published in today’s Constitu- 
tion, it will be found that the total new railroad construction in the south, 
including Oklahoma and Missouri, for the year 1908, was 1,760 miles, as com- 
pared with 3,300 miles in 1907, a decrease of nearly 50 per cent. 

It will also be found that Georgia, which for years stood at or near the 
head of the list of southern states in the number of miles of new railroad 
‘constructed and generally held the record of states east of the Mississippi, 
stands eighth this year with a total of only 96.5 miles and has a prospect of 
attaining to seventh place in 1909. 

In the days of the demagogue Georgia sowed the wind and has reaped 
accordingly, and while the whirlwind has subsided, it has not done so with- 
out leaving behind trace of its ravages. 

Georgia, in common with a few other states, was swept for the moment 
| from its feet: the effect was manifest more or less throughout them all. 

| Abundantly gratifying is the fact that recovery is now in sight, is, in- 
deed, at hand, with the visible effects of it the next step in the progression. 
Plans for 1909, announced by the railroad interests of the south, indicate that 
the record of next year, with a promised construction of 3,256 miles, will be 
but a fraction under that of 1907. It is evidence both of a restored confil- 
dence and a commercial expansion which demands largely increased trans- 
portation facilities. 

But as gtutifying as is the recovery, the fact must not be lost sight of 
that the greatest danger in convalescence is from relapse.

| “In future campaigns the democratic party should make its fight upon 
ithe line of RECOGNIZED ESSENTIAL DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES,” Sena- 
tor A. O. Bacon said pithily and pointedly, in an interview given The Consti- 
| tution, which we publish today. 
There is no doubt that the whole of democratic future is expressed in 
the brief limits of that sentence. 

if the democratic party is to become a party of achievement, if it is to 
win success, it must come down from the clouds, stop star-gazing and 
will-o’-the-wisp @hasing, and get back to bedrock demccratic principles. 

Chief among these principles The Constitution has always placed the 
tariff, whose proper revision, it believes, will prove the remedy, not only for 
the ills proceeding directly from the present exorbitant duties, but for co'lat- 
eral evils, such as the unlawful and the oppressive trust. ! 

To this Senator Bacon adds the democratic demand for “equal rights to 
all,” as opposed to republican inclination to special privilege; the real and 
practical separation of the three great departments of government—legisia- 
tive, executive adhd judicial---as opposed to the republican policy of encroach- 
ment; the preservation of the constitutional rights and privileges of the 
States as against the republican tendency to centralization, and the eco- 
nomical administration of government as opposed to undoubted republican 
extravagance. 

Generally speaking, the soundness of these principles cannot be ques- 
tioned. , 

But when the democracy got off onto side lines and incorporated tenets 
that made the old faith almost unrecognizable, it began right there to go upon 
the rocks. 

It must get back to “recognized essential democratic principles,” or it, 
must stay upon the rocks. 

It is, evidently, upon the presumption that the democratic party will re- 
turn to its senses and get back to recognized and essential principles, that: 
Senator Bacon predicts the continued democratic soiidity of the south. 

If the south can be kept solid upon that basis, well and good. But if

In the dry goods market the past weck has 
been dull, although prices have held firm, 
and indications point to a good increase in 
business, both domestic and foreign, after the 
first of the year. 

Already we find that there 
deal of talk of a» reduction .iIn the cotton 
acreage the coming year. Of course we have 
this sort of gossip just as regularly as we 
have Christmas, but this time there appears 
to be. more behind it. In the western sec- 
tion the fear of the bot weevil will cer- 
tainly cause a great deal of cotton land to 
be abandoned. In the Atlantic states, es- 
pecially in the Carolinas, there has already 
been heavy planting-of grain on land which 
was in cutton last seAavon. Yhe sales of 
seed wheat have been tremendous. It looks 
as though the fact that home products have 
commanded such tremendous prices during 
the past twelve months is certain to have its 
effect, and that the acreage reduction (in cot- 
ton) will from necessity, rather than 
from inclination. 

The next week promises to be something of 
a holiday affair, and we are not likely to 
any material change either way until 
the first of the year. Cotton has ad- 
abuvut 26 points from the low point 
made recently, but‘ is still well under 9 
cents, and it’ certainly would seem that pur- 
chases made conservallvery offer splendid op- 
portunities for profits. ‘Inere are very few 
years in which prices do not advance aftel 
Christmas. We will soon begin to hear all 
sorts of reports as to the planting season 
and various estimates te to the acreage. 
Large crops hardly ever follow each other, 
and on this theory we would not be sur- 
prised “to see the weather and general condi-

The report of the chairman on chilé 
labor at the Valdosta convention was as 
follows: ‘ 

“Tt is with extreme regret that your 
chairman can report no gain made in 
this branch of our work this year. 

‘<%rcumstances made it impossible to 
obtain the desired amendments to the 
present law againts child labor. 

“This makes it all the more important 
that during this winter we should en- 
deavor to arouse still greater interest in 
the subject throughout the whole State 

“On June '7 last we had an interest- 
ing conversation with a Georgia mili- 
owner of Georgia, but your chairman 
did not know that her new acquaintance 
was a mill owner until he introduced the 
subject by saying that we women were 
exactly right in our work and that it 
was very important for Georgia! And 
he knew it thoroughly, for he had read 
everything which we had published upon 
the subject. It was of his mil] that one 
of the {inspectors belonging to the Geodr- 
gia child labor committee said: “If ail 
cotton mills were like yours there would 
pe no need of inspectors!” 

From such a man, unsought approval 
was an honor and should be an incen- 
tive to greater zeal in Our efforts to 
bring the good work to a higher grade 
of etficlency. During the last sessions 
of thelr legislatures, Kentucky and 
lLAuisiana have enacted excellent laws 
for the protection of the children; going 
into careful detajis aS to Sanitary pro- 
visidhs made in the stores ang other 
places of employment.

BRIARCLIFF RACE MEETING. 
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Were Reconsidered. 
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Conditions of Entrance 


At a meeting of the Briarcliff race commit- 
tee, held Monday, December 21, at the Auto- 
mobile Club of America, 
decided to reconsider the conditions of eligi- 
bility adopted the week before In thetr 
places were made restrictions expected to sat- 
isfy alike makers of American and 
cars. 

The maximum bore was placed at 4 5-8 
inches. A maximum stroke of 6 Inches was 
adopted, with a minimum wheel base of 118 
inches and a minimum weight of 2,800 
pounds. In the restrictions originally adopt- 
ed, the maxmum bore was placed at 5 1-4 
inches, with no Iimit on the’ atroke: a 
minimum weight limit of 2,600 pounds, and a 
minimum wheel bese of 110 inches. 

The Automobile .Club of America, as donee 
of the Briarcliff trophy, will be asked to se- 
cure the consent of the donor to the elimina- 
tlon of the clause in the deed of gift mak- 
ing it necessary that ‘‘the manufacturer of a 
car entered In the race shall have sold and 
delivered or have built and have had ready 
for delivery, at least thirty days before the 
date of the contest {n the year 1909, at least 
ten care similar tn each and every respect 
to the ear offered for entry.’’

THREE-CORNERED

Was Head ofa Prominent George ‘Ector Was Also Shot 


South Georgia 
Family.

Hon. J. 3B. Norman, Sr., of Norman 
Park, the oldest and,gmost prominent 
member of one of the largest and most 
influential families in south Georgia, 


died last night after’a lingering illness. 
He was in his eighty-seventh year, and 
had been, until a few weeks ago, well 
preserved in strength and vigor, 

Mr. Norman was the oldest member of 
a remarkable family of six brothers, 
the youngest of whom is more than 67 
years old. The family “of patriarchs 
was first broken ten days ago by the 
death of Mr. J. J. Norman, at the age 
of 79. They were all six the heads of 
large families of children, grandchil- 
dren and great-grandchildren, who have, 
by intermarriage with other large fam- 
ilies, established a family connection

The deceased was a pioneer in this 
country, and helped lay the foundations 
of Colquitt county, being always promi- 
nent and active in the political life of 
the county and its commercial and edu- 
cational and religious development. He 
raised a family of sons hardly. less re- 
markable than the family of which he 
was a member.
